Church Must Relate to Cf

The bishop seemed on 
the edge of anger. 


He’s a tightly-sprung, 
intense man in his mid- 
forties, wearing a. Rinso- 
white-turtleneck sweater 
instead of the Roman 
collar, a little intimida- 
ting in his brilliance, his 
eloquence and his com- 
mitment, more so now in 
his impatience with the 
questioner. 


“Don’t put us in a box,” 
snapped Remi De Roo, 
youngest-ever bishop of the 
Roman Catholic Diosese of 
Victoria. “You asked if the 
churches are being shocked 
out of euphoria by the evi- 
dence that there’s a drift 
away from the religious insti- 
tutions. But you're speaking 
only of people who. were 
shocked because they were 
comfortable in their institu- 
tions, That, simply, is not our 
real concern, 

“If the Christian church is 
to be an incarnate religion, 
not just an abstract package, 
but a religion that really 
speaks to man, then it’s vital 
that it should be very close to 
the human experience and re- 
late to this completely new 
pattern. Anything else is just 
putting us in a box."’ 


Optimism 


Over and over, in meeting 
Victoria's leading churchmen, 
I found this insistence on a 
clear-cut distinction between 
what might be called an 
organized church and a dis- 
organized faith. The result is 
a tremendous optimism 


startlingly at odds with the 
bare statistics. 

Bishop De Roo put it 
emphatically. 

“If you ask is. there a 
lessening of interest in our 


traditional organizations,” he 
said, ‘‘then the answer is yes. 
There’s reason for serious 
alarm. Many of them are in 
the process of collapsing. But 
if you look at it in terms of 
gospel values and what the 
real mission of Christianity is 
all about then I think it’s an 
exciting time. I see profound 
changes. The church has 
suddenly become aware of the 
depth of the evolution and the 


necessity to present the 
gospel in completely new, 
meaningful ways.” 

It is a view that crosses 


every denominational border.

“Yes, we may be in a

OnE AGAIN PRESIDENT 
Nixon has appeared on tele- 
vision to give a war report to his 
people. And once again the results 
appear to have been the same as on 
previous occasions: the believers 
continue to believe and the un- 
believers reject his words. Last 
night’s report followed much the 
same format as earlier ones: a 
recapitulation of gains and a con- 
firmation of dates by which with- 
drawals both from Cambodia and 
from South Vietnam will be 
effected. This is hardly enough to 
still the anti-war protests that 
Sweep the United States, but the 
Cambodia report, like the Cambodia 
invasion, may win a little time. And 
time is what Mr. Nixon obviously 
needs. 


~Mr. Nixon has two and a half 
years in which to disentangle 


himself from an Asian jungle war_ 


and throw his resources far enough 
_ into a domestic program of hous- 
ing, jobs, youth, racial equality — 
any or all of them — to establish 
‘himself as a successful president 
who has fulfilled his promises and 
earned re-election. That achieve- 
ment will not be in time for the off- 
year elections this fall, and Repub- 
lican Congressional candidates will 
have to run on their own records. 
But the longer-range goal is not 


impossible,_unlikely as it may 
appear. 
—That goal does not include 


victory in Vietnam, only disengage 
ment and.a return home without 
looking back. As an earnest of his 
intentions, Mr. Nixon promises the 

repatriation of.. another 50,000 
United States troops by October 15 
—- which. will leave him seven 
months more in which to bring 
home the other 100,000 he promised 
in his last national address. The 
complete removal by June 30 of the 
30,000 American troops in Cam- 


podia was again promised, and 
actually there is little reason at the 
moment why this cannot be 
achieved. 

“The objective of the invasion 
was to destroy the enemy head- 
quarters and supplies in the Cam- 
bodian sanctuary. The headquarters 
reportedly have proved elusive, but 
the supplies — detailed in millions 
of rounds of ammunition and pounds 
of rice, as well as stacks of weapons 
—have been captured-or destroyed. 
This undoubtedly will delay any 
plans the Viet Cong and northern 
forces may have had, but whether 
it means more than a temporary 
halt during the monsoon season is 
open to question. As commentators 
point out, China -and Russia have 
vast stores of replacements if 
Harioi needs them. 

If Mr. Nixon is sincere in his 
intentions and these would 


include plans for re-election — his” 


anti-war opponents are helping him 
to gain a stronger position in. the 
swirling controversies of Washing- 
ton. He can set withdrawal dates 
and ensure that they are observed, 
so that regardless of opposition from 
the hawks the American forces will 
disappear from. South Vietnam. 
What happens there after, ‘their 
departure may for a long time be as 
unpleasant as the war has been, but 
it will have ceased to be Mr. Nixon’s 
problem and for many Americans 
it will have ceased to be a pertinent 
factor in domestic politics. 

The ‘final outcome of the long 
agony may well turn out to be what 
{t would have been without the long 
agony: a Communist or Communist- 
inclined government in Saigon and a 
nation of peasants back in their rice 
paddies —- in other words a wasted 
effort. The country at issue will 
never be the same again, of course; 
but what country that has felt the 
heavy touch of this twentieth cen- 
tury ever could be? 


‘A Breath of Fresh Air’ 


qr FOR A TOURING 
parliamentary justice committee 
say they have found “a breath of 
fresh air” in the Matsqui Institution 
— the Fraser Valley centre where 
modern approaches. and treatment 
are being applied to narcotic addicts 
involved in crime. 

This is a compliment to the 
federal institution, not because it 
has found a complete answer to 
particular penal problems with 
which it is involved, but because it 
is divorcing itself from old, ineffec- 
tive methods which have proved 
unendingly futile over the years. 

Matsqui is important. in the 
federal system. because, under liber- 
alized and progressive direction, it 
has helped staff and inmates to 
reach a better understanding of the 
rehabilitative work before both of 
them, How successful it has been in 
clearing up addiction is a matter 
still under study, but at this point 
gratifying results have been shown 
in checking reversion to crime by 
«those who have been treated. 


Several. progressive programs 
have been. inaugurated there. 
Selected prisoners, for instance, are 
permitted to work on farms in the 
district during the day and return 
to the institution at night to sleep. 
And, says. a cautious guard who 
“touches wood” before making his 
statement: “We haven’t had anyone 
spoil it yet. It’s good for the farm- 
ers and good for our mien.” 


Intensive psychological treat- 
ment has heen employed and 
psychiatric help’is available. Appar- 
ently this has produced an atmos- 
phere in which inmates get a better 
understanding of their own trouble 
and prison officers can develop 
promising new approaches to refor- 
mation of the men in their care. 


It is gratifying to learn from the 
parliamentary committee visitors 
that at Matsqui they have found “a 
breath of fresh air,” with the 
implication that correction means 
something better than its old 
definition — mere punishment. 


Slow Pace of Government Studies 


y THE FEDERAL GOVERN- 

ment were as quick to publish 
the reports of :committees and 
commissions as it is at ordering 
studies-done there would- belittle 
room for criticism. But such fs not 
the case. Events often made 
obsolete the long-delayed-comments 
of the Commission on Bilingualism 
and Bilculturalism. Delay is usually 
laid at the doorstep of the govern- 
ment’s translation service. No 
teport is publicly available*,until 
English and French versions have 
both been completed. 

In the case of a topical report 
like that of the LeDain Commission 
on the non-medical use of drugs it 
would be better to publish the 
report no matter in what language 
it is first available. The release was 
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to be ready in April, then it was to 
be May after reports of difficulty 
with’ the French translation. It is 
now June and the public still does 
not have the report. Meanwhile, the 
criminat~courts~ and hospitals are 
dealing with a parade of youthful 
drug users, . 

There is little doubt that the 
government could tighten up its 
procedures in publishing reports of 
commissions and hearings. Senator 
Robert Stanbury and the Miscel- 
laneous Estimates Committee have 
been debating whether a parlia- 
mentary watchdog is necessary to 
oversee the operations of the new 
monolithic Information Canada. 
The snail’s pace in publishing 
important studies lends further 
support for the presence of such an 
independent overseer.

Bomb Blasts—Last Gesture or New Start? 


ONTREALERS awoke Monday 
morning to read screaming, mem- 
ory-stirring headlines — “Time Bomb 
Blasts Shake Westmount; " “Seven 
Bombs.Sow Terrorin 
Westmount” and 
to wonder, as they 
have so often in the 
past, what the future 
holds here. The five 
bombs that exploded 
in the small hours of 
Sunday morning 
two others were later 
found unexploded and 
were safely dis- 
mantled by the Mont- 
real police bomb 
squad — were reminiscent of “Black 
Friday’, May 17, 1963. That was when 
six bombs exploded iri mailboxes about 
the suburb, five more were dismantled, 
and a sixth exploded in the bands of a 
demolition expert, maiming him for life. 
The occasion marked the emergence 
of the Front de Liberation Quebecois, 
the underground organization dedicated 
to achieving Quebec independence 
through violence. The FLQ has never 
died; but the intensity of its activity has 
fluctuated greatly. There was a notable 
period of calm before the April 29 pro- 
vincial election,, in which the Parti Que- 
becois — no relation whatever to the 
FLQ~—sought to achieve separation of 
Quebec from Canada by peaceful means. 
But after the election gave the PQ 
second placa, in. the popular vote but only 
seven seats in the 108member National 
Assembly (owing to Quebec's inequitable 
electoral map), rumors promptly started 
in Montreal separatist circles that the 
terrorists were planning a new offensive 
greater than any Montreal has known in 
the past. Four éarlier post-election bomb 
blasts.in Montreal preceeded Sunday's co- 
ordinated outbreak in Westmount, the 
suburb which to French-Canadian na- 
tionalists symbolizes the wealthy. Eng- 
lish-speaking “ruling class’’ of Quebec.

Earlier Bombings 


The major outbreak of 1963 was also 
preceded by other scattered bombings, 
one of which killed a night watchman 
and resulted in 11 FLQ members going 
to jail for up to 12 years.

One 25- 
year-old was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment last year for 31 bombings, one of 
which heavily damaged the Montreal and 
Canadian Steck Exchanges.

Still facing other charges, he is the 
author of ‘White Niggers of America,” a 
hysterial appeal to French-Canadians to 
free themselves. The book was seized 
from bookstores by police last year as 
seditious. Gagnon was acquitted of 
manslaughter in the death of a 16-year- 
old terrorist whose bomb exploded 
prematurely as he was carrying it to its 
target. He also faces other charges. Both 
are. out on bail — Vallieres was released 
only last week — after a long and 
emotional campeign marked by street 
marches, demonstrations and riots. 

The theory behind the campaign to 
“liberate” the pair was that both were 
political prioners despite the actual 
crimes with which they had been 
charged. The two went to the United 
Nations in 1966 to plead for other Quebec 
terrorists being held as ‘‘political 
prisoners.”” 

Sunday in Westmount came at a 
Totten time, just as Montreal was 
coming: out of its mood of depression 
with an optimism born of Olympic fever, 
and as the province as a whole was 
looking forward with new confidence 


under the strong federalist regime - of 


Premier Robert Bourassa. If the bomb- 
ings turn out to be the beginning of a 
genuine campaign and not just the peak 
of another brief cycle, optimism and 
confidence can disappear Quickly. And 
the last thing the terrorists want to see 
is a Quebec prospering happily-as part 
of Canada. 


Fanatics 


Mr. Bourassa called ‘the bombings “a 
last, futile gesture of despair by fanatics 
of a dying cause.” All Quebec hopes he 
is right, but the only thing,certain is that 
the bombings were the work of fanatics. 
As Quebec's Jeading editor, Claude Ryan, 
commented, there is no gentle way of 
describing or dealing with the terrorist 
who elevates his political opinions to a 
dogma .so absolute that human life is 
barbarically subordinated to the pursuit 
of his objectives. 

But Quebec is in trouble if the 
bombings were the—first, not the last, 
gesture of a new wave of violence by 
fanatics who do not despair but feel they 
are on the march and who feel their 
cause is not dying,but only temporarily 
frustrated. 

Two bombers achieved a suitable goal 
— Staring hell out of everybody and 
gaining spectacular publicity. The bombs 
damaged- homes of such noted members 
of the “establishment” as Hugh MecQuaig 
of the stock-broking firm -of- Deherty, 
Roadhouse and~ McCuaig, and Peter 
Bronfman ‘of the Distillers Corporatjon 
family. 

Furthermore, the co-ordination of the 
time bombings was anything but 
amateurish, Westmounters were scarcely 
back in their beds after one blast before 
they were roused by another. Another 
sign of FLQ efficiency occurred a few

days earlier when two simultaneous 
blasts diverted police attention from one 
of the dozéns of holdups through which 
the FLQ has been gaining funds to 
finance its members’ living and its 
dynamite purchases. 

- Mr. Bourassa told the press that the 
new climate of confidence was so firmly 
established that terrorist gestures could 
not destroy it; that the majority flatly 
condemns terrorism; and that such a 
movement cannot work when the 
majority desires stability. Maybe, but a 
terrorist minority can wreak tremendous 
havoc before its flight into ultimate 
futility is ended. 


Police Attack 


The. premier made another comment 
—‘the police are on top of the matter” 
— which has an encouraging basis in 
fact, although terrorists are furtive, 
work in cells, and are hard to keep on 
top of. Montreal’s policemen, most of 
whom would dearly love to personally 
strangle any FLQ member they catch, 
are throwing everything they have into 
this—problem. Mr; Bourassa and “his 
justice minister, Jerome Choquette, are 
putting all the provincial government's 
resources behind them. b 

The anti-terrorist squad has arrested 
four young men, three of them last 
week, and are bot on the trail of two 
others believed responsible for 19 local 
armed robberies: and a dozen more 
outside town. Officers believe the arrests 
may: break th®<snucleus of a key FLQ 
cell, possibly the “‘master”’ cell itself. 

If so, the ~“Sunday bombings may 
indeed have been almost the “last 
gesture’ Mr. Bourassa hoped they were 
— until the next cycle of fanatics arises.

1280 Fort St., last fall, I, with a large 
audience heard Magistrate Hugh Camp- 
bell of Campbell River, and Gordon 
Limbrick of Victoria, make almost 
identical remarks regarding atrocities in 
Vietnam. .These two men were on the 
International Control Commission; repre- 
senting Canada on the Commission, in 
two different areas. 

Their efforts to investigate reported 
atrocities were impeded at every turn 
by the U.S. military; however, they 
were able to circumvent their harass- 
ment hundreds of times; and at every 
time it was the U.S.A., and its allies that 
had perpetrated the atrocities. 

Then it was almost impossible to get . 
their reports out to the general public for 


publication. -And all of these atrocities 
had been out-lawed by international 
tribunals. 


Another reliable source that cannot-be-- 
contradicted is the report of the U.S. 
Study Tear on Religiousand Political —

Arms for Greece's Junta 


HE ‘questionable success of the 
strenuous efforts by U.S. Secretary 
of State Rogers to suppress the Greek 
issue at the NATO 
meeting in Rome 
should persuade 
President Nixon to 
look hard at the 
Pentagon proposal to 
begin a new cycle of 
arms sales. to,~ the 
junta in Athens. 
Greek Foreign Mini- 
ster Chrysicopolous 
warned beforehand 
he would walk out of 
the NATO Council if more than one of 
the other members assailed the Greek 
government. Rogers struggled, with the 
help of NATO Sec.-Gen. Brosio, to insure 
that only the Danes, under order from 
their Parliament, would make anti-Greek 
noises. But the Norwegians and the 
Dutch - joined in, precipitating a lively 
hassle. over the final communique. 

The tact that the Greeks, _ who 
resigned from the Council of Europe last 
December to avoid expulsion, did not 
walk dut of the NATO council was due 
less té Rogers’ diplomacy than to their 
fear of political repercussions at home. 
Certainly the gesture would have made 
Congress less willing to participate in the 
renovation of the Greek armed forces.

Senate Action 


It is not clear yet whether the Senate. 
move to limit the, President's authority 
in Cambodia ,will weaken the parallel 
effort to restrain-Mr. Nixon from selling 
arms. to the Greeks..Such an—amend- 
ment, similar to one beaten 45 to 38 last 
October, is pending and its sponsors 
have until now nursed only modest hopes 
of winning majority support against the 


Pentagon. 
The familiar arguments for  this~ 
assistance, chiefly the importance of 


Greece as a pro-Western bastion in the 
eastern Mediterranean, are bolstered by 
the anxiety of French arms suppliers to 
attract the Greek colonels to their wares. 
The Pentagon warns that the French are 
making such tempting offers of credit 
that the Greeks may be seduced away 
from a reliance on American weapons 


that has been nurtured-by over $1 billion 
in military assistance in the past 15 
years. 

The scare argument is the growing 
Soviet presence in the Méditerranean. 
This can_seem so menacing that it 
becomes hard to remember that the 
Soviet ships are doing exactly what the 
American Sixth Fleet has done for 20 
years — sailing about and showing the 
flag. 

The lengthy American manoeuvres 
have bad a curious effect. Officials_in 
friendly coastal nations claim to have 
been so reassured by this naval presence 
that the withdrawal of even one of the 
two big carriers would stir grave alarm. 
These fears seem so real that the Navy. 
at considerable inconvenience, keeps two 
big carriers on station all the time. 


Shipping 


The Pentagon is advocating a $15 
billion ship-building program. But the 
Italians have built only five destroyers 
and four submarines in. the last ten 
years. The French keep their new fleet 
outside the Mediterranean, usually in the 
Bay of Biscay. The Spanish play host to” 
the Soviet fishing fleet.in the Canary 
Islands and the British have lifted the 
sagging economy of Gibraltar by being 
hospitable to the Soviet navy. 

The incident at Rome has dramatized 
the potentially divisive impact of the 
Greek . junta--on—the— alliance. -More— 
restrained Socialists who hold power in 
Bonn and London may not be silent if 
the Americans embark on a program of 
heavy military assistance to a govern- 
ment-representing few of the freedoms 
to which NATO was initially committed. 

Certainly the American young, hard to 
convince that the defence of Western 
Europe remains crucial, will not be 


_ igspired by a show of support for the 


Greek colonels. It will be certain to 
agitate the widening controversy over 
the cost to this country, some $14 billion 
a year, of the NATO arrangement, 

Sinee NATO is indeed crucial to the 
twin goals of defence and disengage- 
ment, the President will be wise to 
protect it from sullying entanglements 
that will leave it more vulnerable.

“Black Americans today are 
more bitter and frustrated than 
ever before. The situation is very 
dangerous. The right spark could 
set off racial violence in any city 
in the country.” 

These words were spoken by 
Thomas Bradley, a Negro city 
councilman in Los Angeles. They 
summarize expressions of anxiety 
and despair that are widespread 
in the black communities .of the 
United States. 

During the past six weeks, I have 
travelled more than 10,000 miles to talk 
with — and more important, listen to — 
black people of all ages and income 
Jevels, in all parts of the«nation. From 
Harlem in the east to Watts in the west, 
from Detroit in the north to Augusta in 
the south, I found them angry, 
resentful, cymical about. white in- 
tentions, bitterly critical of the Nixon 
administration, determined to gain 
equality by whatever means necessary. 

The vast majority of blacks whom I 
interviewed oppose any repetition of the 
rioting that brought many U.S. cities to 
the brink of chaos during the 1960s. 
They don’t see any future in burning 
down their neighborhoods. 

“But riots don't break out because 
black people consider them a good 
tactic for bringing about social change,” 
Bradley said. “‘A riot is a spontaneous 
explosion of rage. And black rage is at 
an even higher pitch now than it was in 
1965’" — the year in which the Watts 
section of Los Angeles erupted in a 
week-long riot that cost 344 lives and 
more than $50—miltior in property 
damage. 

“There’s a greater sense of bitter- 
ness. now,” said Lewis Robinson, who 
helps manage a development program 
in the Hough area of Cleveland. 
“People had hopes after the riots, 
because all those promises were made. 
Now they feel there's almost no way to 
make it. That’s dangerous because then 
they get to feeling, ‘If I can’t have it, 
nobody should have it.’ 


An Equal Share 


“The white man either is going to 
have to give us an equal share in this 
country, or he’s going to have to 
destroy us, and very damn soon.” 

Cleveland's popular and respected 
Negro mayor, Carl Stokes, said black 
people are well aware that if they 
resort to violence, ‘‘it will be met by 
overwhelming counterviolence.” 

“But they’ve tried peaceful demon- 
strations to appeal to the white man’s 
conscience — and «that didn’t work 
They've tried political action and 


they find in power a-national admini- 
stration that seems utterly unresponsive

wildered. They don’t know just how to 
act, There’s a feeling of helplessness 
and hopelessness." 

it is a measure of the racial gulf 
that exists in America today ‘that many 
whites will be surprised, and some 
irritated, by the news that biack people 


still feel put upon. Many white people © 


cherish the myth that blacks have made 
tremendous progress in recent years. 
But blacks find it hard to discern 
any improvement in their overall 
situation. They acknowledge that new 
opportunities have opened up for a 
relatively small minority of blacks who 
are prepared to benefit from easier 
access to college, white collar jobs and 
green lawns in suburbia. But the great 
mass of black people remain as poor, 
unhealthy, ill-housed and inadequately 
educated-as they were a decade ago. 
Negroes still have a median family 
income only 60 per cent as large as 
whites. Their unemployment rate still is 
twice as high as that of whites. Most

urban blacks still live in overcrowded, 
rat-infested slum apartments for which 
they--pay exorbitant rents. A black 
mother is four times as liely to die in 
childbirth as a white mother. A black 
baby has less than half the chance of a 
white baby. to live until its first 
birthday. 

The list of black grievances could be 
lengthened indefinitely: too little pro- 
tection and too much harassment from 
the police; inferior schools where their

children are, in the words of one parent, 
“programmed for failure;” urban 
transportation systems that cater to 
white men who commute by car from 
the suburbs -and condemn Negro 
workers to long and circuitous bus 
rides with many transfers. 


But the bitterest gall in the Negro’s 
cup is the conviction that he is now 
fighting his battle alone. The federal 
government, which he so long counted 
as his ally, now seems to him an 
enemy. And the white liberals who once 
espoused his cause have turned their 
attention to Vietnam, campus strife and 
air pollution. 


Nixon Despised 


For many blacks, President Nixon 
has become a personal symbol! of 
the white community’s indifference or 
hostility toward black aspirations. 


“Black people despise Nixon, and his 
attorney general (John N. Mitchell) 
even more so,” said Los Angeles 
attorney Halvor T. Miller Jr. “‘I haven't 
met a black man yet who approves of 
Nixon. Even his Republicans won't 
defend him.” 


The latter point was tacitly ~con- 
firmed by Sen. Edward W. Brooke, 
R—Mass., only black man in the U.S. 
senate,. Brooke, who campaigned. for 
Nixon in 1968, said Nixon has made “‘a 
cold, calculated political decision’’ to 
slow down the drive for school 
integration in order to win white votes. 


“He said he wanted to bring us 
together, but everything he has done so 
far appears to be designed to push 


whitesand blacks farther apart, 
Brooke said. 
Although Negroes feel Nixon has 


retreated on civil rights, their chief 
complaint against him is that there is 
an e mic recession from which 
black people are suffering more than 
anyone else. 


“It's jobs my people are most upset 
about,’”’ said Alex McKinnon, a waiter in 
Washington, D.C. “They see unemploy- 


ment rising and they know black 
workers will be the first laid off.” 
By official figures, the overall 


unemployment rate rose in April to 4.8 
per cent while the unemployment rate 
for blacks rose to 8.7 per cent. 


But. these national averages are 
misleading. In many black ghettos, 
from 30 to 50 per cent of the 
employable adults either are unable to 
find fulltime %obs or are working at jobs 
paying less than $60-a week. Recent 
layoffs by the auto industry in Detroit 
and the aerospace industry in Los 
Angeles have returned to streetcorner 
idleness thousands of men who had been 
rescued from the ranks of ‘“‘hard-core 
unemployed” through highly publicized 
industry training programs launched 
after the riots of the 60s, 


Black teenagers have an even harder 
time finding jobs than adults. Many of 
them have enrolled in government- 
sponsored job training programs with 
high hopes, only to discover upon 
graduation that union restrictions, em- 
ployer prejudice or simply a lack of 
openings kept them from getting jobs. 

“I'm getting mighty worried about 
the young people around here,” said a 
black police-eaptain in Harlem. ‘‘They 
figure there’s no future for. them 
anyway, so what’s the use going to 
school? So they drop out. Then they 
start using drugs to escape from the 
real world into a dream world. After 
that, their only ambition is to hustle 
(steal) enough money to keep them- 
selves in a narcotic fog.” 


Black Panthers 


The more militant black youths 
scorn what they’ call “The drug cop- 
out.”.Although they too have despaired 
of ever. making it under the present 
System, their solution is to change the 
system by violent revolution or, if that 
proves impossible, to plunge society into 
such chaos that blacks and whites at 
least will be equal in misery 

The revolutionary organization that 
gets the most publicity, and stirs the 
strongest fear reaction among whites, is 
the Black Panther party. A “recent 
Harris Poll showed that two dut. of

The Negro in America: Anxiety, 


Panthers as -“‘a serious menace to the 
country.” 


The Panthers I interviewed were 
delighted to be taken so seriously. But 
it is my impression that the actual 
strength of .the party is considerably 
less than the commonly-quoted official 
estimate of 2,000 members nationwide. 


Aside from having a knack for 
inflammatory rhetoric that gives whites 
the shudders, the Panthers are im- 
portant mainly as a symbol of armed 
black: resistance to white police power. 
There is widespread sympathy for them 
within the black community, but it 
seems to stem primarily from va belief 
that they have been subjected to 
murderous persecution. ‘‘Frankly, the 
Solice raids are keeping the Panthers in 
business,” said a Los Angeles 
sympathizer. 


Arms Stockpiled 


The more serious black revolution- 
aries operate with greater secrecy and 
sophistication than the Black Panthers 
They also have stockpiles of arms, but 
they have no intention of using them 
“prematurely” in sporadic shoot-outs 
with police. 


They /are—understandably wary of 
discussing their plans with white 
reporters, but if assured of anonymity 
some will speak vaguely of a new type 
of .urban_guerrilla_warfare, employing 
bombs and arson to disrupt vital public 
facilities such as electric power plants. 


“The more industrialized a society, 
the more vulnerable it is to sabotage,” 
said a young black in Cleveland. 

Black moderates —- meaning those, 
however militant, who are still com- 
mitted to working within the system 
say the advocates of armed revolution 
are sti a relatively small minority 
probably under 10 per cent of the total 
Negro population of 23 million. 

But they are concerned about the 
growing acceptance, ‘especiaily among 
the young, of the idea that the Negro’s 
choice lies between violence’ ‘and a 
retreat into docile acceptance of second 
class citizenship, which burgeoning 
black pride will no longer tolerate 

“Black youths have become far more 
radical in their thinking in the past two 
years,” said the Rev. Dr. Hubert G. 
Locke, a popular black professor and 
chaplain to students at Wayne State 
University in Detroit. 


“Nixon -has emasculated: the moder- 
ate black leadership. He has destroyed 
the credibility of those of us who have 
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Despair,

tried to convince black youth that we 
can make progress through orderly 


and peaceful procedures.” 


The radicalization of, young blacks — 
and of many who are -hot so young — 
was visibly accelerated by the police 
gunfire that killed eight blacks during 
recent disturbances in Augusta, Ga., 
and Jackson, Miss. 


‘‘There’s mo use talking any more 
about sitting down with white people 
and working out our problems,"’ said 
Grady Abrams, a black school teacher

Detroit has more than doubled 
the proportion of black-mrefi in its police 
department since its 1967 riot, but the 
department remains 90 per cent white 


while the city’s population is about 40 
per cent black. 


In several cities, racial tensions have 
developed between white and black 
police. In Los Angeles, councilman 
Bradley ‘said, ‘‘We’ve had incidents in 
which black and white police officers 
have drawn guns on each other during 
quarrels. over’ mistreatment of black 
citizens."’ 


There is considerable anxiety among 
black moderates about the possibility 
that racial antagonisms, building up on 
both sides, may reach the flash point. 


“We haven't had a real race riot in 
the. United States in nearly three 
decades,"’ Dr. Locke said. ‘“‘The ghetto 
rioting during the 60s was not blacks 


against whites, but have-nots against 
the system. -A race riot means white 
people and. black people killing each 


other in a wanton fury of mutual fear 
and hatred. It would be the very worst 
thing that could happen in America." 


‘Too Many Killed’ 


In many communities across the 
nation, black people are ,arming to 
defend themselves. Prominent Negro 
professional men took the lead in 
organizing armed defense squads in 
Jackson, Miss., after the killing of two 
students at Jackson State College. 

“We know this is a hell of a thing to 
-be doing,"’. said Dr. Aaron Shirley, a 
physician, ‘but, we've seen too many of 
our people killed and nothing done. 
From now: on, when law enforcement 
officers are hell bent on killing some 
black folks, they’ll do it at some risk to 
their own lives." 

To moderate black leaders, such as 
Urban League director Whitney Young 
Jr., it is sheer 
about race war. Blacks are so heavily 
outnumbered, he said, that any large 
outbreak of racial fighting would be “a 
massacre, not a war.”” 

However ‘‘enraged’’ black people 
may be, Young said, they must in the 
interest. of . Survival. try to avoid 
violence, and concentrate their energies 
on “building black economic, political 
and brain power."

Waste Works Wonders 


For Growing Gardens 


By GAY. PAULEY 

NEW YORK (UPI) 
Everybody talks about pollu- 
tion of our environment. Now, 
almost everybody from politi- 
cian to picket is trying te do 
something about it. 

But long before pollution 
became a household word and 
thé public became so acutely 
aware of pollutant dangers, 
there were the likes of Rachel 
Carson, the biologist whose 
writings warned that man 
was destroying nature with 
his insecticides. There were 
the likes of many others, 
famous and, not so famous, 
who were warning man that 
he was choking himself to 
death with waste. 

As early as the 1940s, Stan 
Bulpitt, of Darien, Conn., was 
aware and trying to figure 
ways to handle. waste, but 
putting it to work again for 
man without hazard to him. 


“Recycling” is Bulpitt’s word 


for it. 


GARDEN BENEFITS 

One of the methods he’s 
using is as simple as what 
any green thumber ‘ifr the 
family knows—the compost 
heap puts waste to work, as 
plant food. 

But Bulpitt has gone far 
beyond the backyard. He's 
selling. cities on the idea of 
giant composts to replace—or 
at least reduce the job of—the 
incinerator, which leaves ash 


(waste), and the ordinary 
garbage dump. 
To date, the idea of the 


compost has been approved 
by Scarsdale, N.Y., a wealthy 
suburb of about 20,000. The 
city now composts the town’s 
leaves each fall instead of 
polluting the surroundings by 
burning, dumping or burying 
them. The compost eventually 
is used for fertilization of 
public lands. 

A city-wide compost can 
take almost any waste, Bul- 
pitt says, with the exception 


of rags, plastics and metals. | 
Which means that it can turn | 


into fertilizer such wastes as 
paper, leaves and what-have- 
you.

I first met Bulpitt at the | 


international flower show at 
New York's Coliseum, He’s-@ 
secretary of the organization 
and has been an exhibitor 
each year for 42 years. 
Bulpitt comes by his love 
of, and desire for preserva- 


tion of, the green world via | 


his father, a Briton who 
worked in the royal gardens. 
Bulpitt’s father emigrated to 
the United States in 1911 and 
opened his own nursery and 
landscape business. 

Son followed father into the 
nursery business, but Stan 
Bulpitt has broadened his 
interests to conservation and 
the fight against pollution, 
and spends much time travel- 


ling and talking on 
subjects.

Son Roger, 3, is 
associated with his father at 
their Brookside Nurseries in 
Darien, and daughter Sally, 
2, is working for her doctor- 
ate in microbiology.

Charts, Models, Pictures 
Trace Development of Coast 227223

Old salts — and quite a few 
young ones — should be 
smitten with a special display 
that went on show in The 
Bay’s Douglas Room today 
and continues until June 20. 

Put on by the Canadian 
hydrographic service, it in- 
cludes pictures, charts and 
models that trace the devel- 
opment of British Columbia's 
marine history from the days 
of Capt, Cook. 

Even Capt. Bligh, who most 
remember as the uncompro- 
mising master of the Bounty, 
took a hand in the develop- 
ment of our shipping facili- 
ties, 

He was Capt. Cook’s sailing 
master in HMS Resolution 
and, according to records, a 
good one. It is for him that 
Bligh Island is mamed in 
Nootka Sound. 

* ww * 


Bligh was aboard when 
HMS Resolution did survey 
work on our northwest coast 
in 1778. 

This voyage was to be the 
forerunner of many catried 
out by ships. of the Royal 
Navy. 

Capt. George Vancouver 
was 34 when he set sail from 
England to plot our coastline 
and carve his mame in 
history. %

In those .days soundings 
were made the hard way 
by men in long-boats who 
rowed into position and, with 
lead lines, probed the depths 
and nature of the sea’s 
bottom. 

Names of islands, headlands 
and other points of our 
coastline become more per- 
sonal when you. see this 
display. 

Take, for instance, Hecate 
Strait, named for the ship in 
which Admiral Sir George 
Richards spent years survey- 


work. The Pender carried 


survey staff. She served the department until 1943. 


His -was~ the “last —Reyal 
Navy vessel to be used for 
purely hydographic work in 
this area. 

Before he left for England 
he made sure that the work 
would carry on. He persuaded 
the Admiralty to spend $3,500 
to charter the Hudson’s Bay’s 
Beaver and talked Governor 
James Douglas to guarantee | 
the extra $500 needed from 
the colonial treasury, 

When she switched to the 
white ensign in 1862, the 
Beaver had one of Richard’s 
officers, Daniel Pender, as 
her master. In addition to her 
officers, she carried 29 sea- 
men and one marine.

To round out the show, the 
Maritime Museum has loaned 
some models of survey ships, 
including the Beaver. 

Hydrographic personnel will 
be on hand at all times and 
films will be shown that will

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SEA LION HOOKED 
TO KIDNEY MACHINE 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) — A huge sea lion 
was hooked up to a human kidney machine in an 
attempt to counteract an adverse reaction the 
animal suffered from a dose of barbiturates. 

The machine, which cleanses the blood, was 
connected to Apollo, a performer at the Sea World 
Aquatic Park, for 12 hours before it was’ needed 
for a human patient. 

It was believed to be the first time a kidney 
machine had been used on. such animal. 
However, even with the treatment, Apollo was 
reported in critical condition and in a coma. 

The sea lion was given barbiturates last 
Thursday in preparation for dental work.

Bhutan Ready 


For U.N. Membership 


UNITED NATIONS ' (WP) 
— The Pacific island nation of 
Fiji, which’ will receive its 
independence from Britain 
Oct, 10, is likely to become 
the 127th member of the 
United Nations — unless 
Bhutan applies first. 

Speaking with correspond- 
ents after a meeting with the 
General Assembly Colonial- 
ism Committee, Fiji Chief 
Minister Ratu Sir Kamisese 
Mara said his government 
definitely will apply. for ad~- 
mission to the UN. Arrange- 
ments for Fijian independ- 
@nce were completed at a 
constitutional confererice in 
Lendon in April. 

The king of the Himalayan 
protectorate of _Bhutan also 
has indicated that his country 
will apply for UN member- 
ship, but no details are 
available here. India handles 
Bhutan’s defence and external 
relations, and presumably any 
application would be made 
through New Delhi. 

x * * 

Conceivably the Persian 
Gulf Sheikdom of Bahrain 
also will apply for member- 
ship during the UN’s 25th 
anniversary celebration this 
year. On May ii the Security 
Council pronounced its bless- 
ing on Bahrain's ‘sovereignty 
and independence following a 
report by a special UN rep- 
resentative based on consulta- 
tions there. 

But Bahrain is thought to 
be more concerned immedi- 
ately with its position in the 
fledgling Union of Arab 
Emirates. This grouping is 
expected to assert more 
authority following with- 
drawal of the British military 


presence from the Persian 
Gulf, and possibly to negoti- 
ate a* new defense arrange- 
ment with Iran. 

Another southwest Pacific 
entity attaining independence 
from Britain this year, Tonga, 
has indicated it will not seek 
UN membership. Tonga, a 
kingdom, has a population of 
only about .75,000 but is 
spread over two main islands 
and about 300. others in a 
grouping some 1,100 miles 
north of New Zealand. Its 
population of about half a 
million includes —256,000- In- 
dians and some 215,000 
Fijians, who are of Polynes- 
jan origin. 

x * * 
_ In the meeting with corres- 
pondents, Mara characterized 
Fiji as a multiracial country 
about to embark on its sixth 
development program. Sugar, 
grown by 14,000—independent 
farmers, and tourism are its 
principal industries. 

“We feel in Fiji we are part 
of the world, and if we cannot 
live with the rest of the world 
in Fiji, we cannot live with 
the rest of the world outside 
Fiji,’ Mara said of efforts at 
multiracial harmony. Oppos- 
tion leader S. M. Koya 
agreed. 

Although Tonga would clas- 
sify as a mini-state for which 
the United States has pro- 
posed the alternative of an 
associate membership in the 
UN, both Bhutan (population 
800,000; area 16,000 square 
miles) and Bahrain (popula- 
tion 200,000; area 231 square 
miles) would qualify for full 
membership. Bahrain al- 
ready is a member of several 
UN specialized agencies.

The amount of growth and quantity of blossom on 
fuchsias is so great that twice daily watering and every. other 
day of feeding will be required right through summer. 


This ensures continuance of bioom into _ fall. 


In fact, 


September and October can be peak months of attractiveness 
for home gardeners with their fuchsias. 

By September, less watering and no fertilizer at all will 
commence the hardening process to keep the plants safe 
through another winter, preferably outdoors. 


'FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Military Training 
' Confined to One Day 


By BOB BOWMAN 
In the early days of Upper 

Canada, and for many years, 
every male citizen between 18 
and 60 years of age had to 
undergo military training. 
| They were all mémbers of the 
Sedentary Militia. Perhaps 
the word “‘sedentary,” mean- 
ing “sitting”, was well-chosen 
because the military training 
was far from arduous. It was 
eonfined to one day, June 4, 
which was known as “‘training 
day.” 
|. The officers were usually 
ehosen—fr-o-m—the—“‘upper 
crust’’ citizens, and were just 
as amateurish and awkward 
as the rank and file. They 
went through their prescribed 
drill and manoeuvres, and 
then adjourned. for sports, 
picnics, and heavy drinking. 
Their training was over, for 
another year. 
| .. Yet there were occasions 
| when the Sedentary Militia 
was called out in earnest. One 
of them was during the 1837 
rebellion led by W. L. Mac- 
kenzie. Although — practically 
all the action took place in 
Toronto, and ended quickly, 


the milita was on duty, day 
and night, for 10 days. 
Kingston organized a force of 
500 men, including young 
lawyer John A. Macdonald 
who carried a heavy musket. 


The worst enemy was 
rumor because it often took 
several days for mews to be 
made known through rela- 
tively nearhy areas. It was 
earried by ships, stage 
coaches, or. special couriers 
on horseback. 

The crisis in Upper Canada 
was over in a few days but 
was prolonged for a 
because of American sympa- 
thizers. They had the idea 
that Canadians wanted to be 
“liberated” from Britain, and 
one organization called the 
“Hunters” caused @ great 
deal of trouble along the 
border. One group raided 
Prescott, Ontario, where 
there was a battle that lasted 
for several days. 
dian defenders lost 67 men, 
killed or wounded, while the 
Hunters lost 37. The invaders 
were taken to Kingston and 
eight of the leaders were 
hanged.

But the U.S. command in 
Saigon, when questioned on 
the withdrawal, denied any 
troop pullout. ; 

“Everything’s still static 
now," said a spokesman. 

Nixon told the American 
people the Cambodian opera- 
tion had been a success. 

Calling the attacks on the 
Communist sanctuaries ‘“‘the 
most successful operation of 
this long and difficult war;’"he 
said that “we will keep our 
timetable for troop with- 
drawals.”’ 

The withdrawals, which 
were halted in late April 
because _of the Cambodian 
operation, .now have been 
resumed, the president said.

The president used film and 
captured material to illustrate 
his argument that huge quan- 
tities of supplies—have been 
captured in the operation he 
announced on April 30. 

He said that the success to 
date ‘has guaranteed that the 
June 30 deadline I set for 
withdrawal of all American 
troops from Cambodia -will be 
met.”
